announced recently by Leslie Combs 2nd. 
She will be brought from California about 
October 15 to join the other Maine Chance 
broodmares at Mr. Combs’ Spendthrift 
Farm, Lexington. 

Busher was bred this year to *Alibhai, 
and is reported to be in foal. The purchase 
price was announced as $150,000. Mr. 
Combs, representing Mrs. Elizabeth N, 
Graham, owner of the Maine Chance race. 
ing and breeding establishments, bought 
the famous mare from Louis B. Mayer. 

Mr. Combs plans to bring the syndicate. 
owned *Alibhai and six broodmares he 
bought from Mr. Mayer during the sum. 
mer to Lexington at the same time Busher 
is moved. 

Busher is a 6-year-old chestnut mare by 
War Admiral—Baby League, by Bubbling 
Over, second dam the great producer *La 
Troienne. She was sold late in her 2-year. 
old year by her breeder, the late Colonel 
E. R. Bradley, to Mr. Mayer for a reported 
$50,000. Most of her important racing suc- 
cesses were gained under the Mayer 
colors. 

At two she won the Adirondack Handi- 
cap and the Matron and Selima Stakes. 
At three she won the Santa Susana Stakes, 
the San Vicente, Santa Margarita, Cleo- 
patra, Arlington, Washington Park, and 
Vanity Handicaps, the Hollywood Derby, 
and a special race against Durazna. She 
placed in three other stakes. 

At four she was out of action because of 
a leg injury, reported as a split cannon 
bone. At five she raced once, in January, 
and was unplaced. It was her last start.

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The HBPA Proposes an Elimination Program 


DITOR, THE Bioop-HorsE: At a meeting of the 

Horsemen’s Committee representing the New England 
Division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation, we discussed the alarming oversupply of racing 
material, and the resultant trouble horsemen are having in 
finding stall room at tracks all over the country. I was 
delegated to ask your assistance in solving the problem of 
getting rid of the cheapest grades of our horses, also some 
of the cripples. 

The first avowed reason for the formation of the HBPA 
was the retirement of such horses. The organization gave 
$100 each for as many head as it could buy, and several 
hundred thus obtained were destroyed or farmed out where 
they could never return to racing. Looking backward, it 
appears that, although many columnists and horsemen heaped 
ridicule upon the young organization for this endeavor, it 
wasn’t such a bad idea. Comparatively small as was the 
effort then, it did make a place in New England for a lot 
of new horses. Some of these places were filled by year- 
ling purchases, other by purchases and claims of better 
racers from other sections of the country. 

You alone among those who write constructively on 
horse affairs have stressed the fact that breeders were 
ruining their own business by overproduction, and warned 
of the penalties sure to follow. But instead of discarding 
we have bred just about all the mares that would breed. So 
at last the jam has occurred. There just isn’t room on our 
tracks for the horses produced. Despite the increased num- 
bers of younger stock, the horses of older years have held on 
tenaciously. From my own observation I would say that 
never before have there been so many aged horses racing, 
or so many sore and broken-down 
horses going to the post. 


If something is not done

will be nowhere to race them. “These may seem strong 
words, but they are true. 

This division of the HBPA intends to consider at the 
next annual meeting the matter of appropriating $10,000 
to $20,000 to acquire and destroy, or otherwise dispose of, 
as many cheap and broken-down horses as we can buy at 
prices which probably will range from $100 to $200, 

I suggested that, since this matter of overproduction 
and lack of racing room affected breeders even more ad- 
versely and more directly than it did racing horsemen, they 
should be contacted and asked to go along with us in this 
effort by contributing substantial sums to the fund for horse 
retirement. If breeders would contribute to the fund in 
accordance with the number of mares they have, or along 
some such definite line, enough money could be realized to 
make a genuine difference in the demand for new horses. 

I also suggested that, since the race tracks themselves 
are very much affected by these conditions, the ‘Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations should be asked to consider the 
problem. If the TRA itself is unable to act, individual 
tracks may wish to co-operate in this urgent program. 

It is also possible that the U. S$. Government might pur- 
chase from us some of the horses which would be most use- 
ful for purposes other than racing. Horses, I understand, 
are still badly needed in Europe, and there would be a 
double gain if some of these could supply the deficiency 
there. Whatever money could be saved for the retirement 
fund could be invested in more retirement. 

We would like any suggestions of a constructive nature 
which breeders and other horsemen may make. 

Plenty of people are still coming to the races, and the 
sport in general is in good state. But 
overproduction is a threatening cloud, 
and we should do something before the 
storm strikes. We believe that with a 
fund of $100,000 we could make a 
thousand stalls 


available for new 
horses.

Citation’s Pre-Tested Pastures;

New YorK 
Several jockeys were discussing Citation 
last week, and the pleasure it would be to 
ride him. “Maybe I could pay Ben Jones 
to let me ride him around the track in 
the morning.” one of them hazarded. 
“You think you could?” asked another. 
“You don’t know how they take care of 
that horse. Nobody gets on him in the 
morning but his regular exercise boy. And 
do you know how they graze him? They 
pick out a patch of grass that looks all 
right, and they let three other horses graze 
on it a while. Three days later. if they're 
still all right. they let Citation graze on it.” 
Since possession of Citation is virtually 
the same as a license to print money, it’s 
quite understandable, if slightly exagger- 
ated. If he holds together, it seems un- 
thinkable that he can lose the Gold Cup. 
and the $75,000 or so he will get will put 
him hot on Stymie’s trail at an age at 
which Stymie hadn't got his first $50,000. 
And whether he gets $10,000 or $25,000 
from the Pimlico Special seems to depend 
largely on whether Calumet can get its 
second walkover in that race. He'll pose 
an interesting problem for this winter’s 
handicappers. 


VICTORY. Lady I know was able to 
bring off a great success against long odds 
lately. Her husband had a horse which 
could. as they say. outwork a “hant,” and 
when he came up for his first start, at 
Jamaica. it was considered to be the day. 
The lady. by serving sirloin instead of 
cuinea hen under glass. had managed to 
save up some $50 from the household bud- 
set. She was entrusted with about that 
much from various stable hands and exer- 
cise boys. and also accepted several com- 
missions from personal friends. 

She started driving to Jamaica in plenty 
of time, but didn’t seem to be getting there. 
“Farther than I thought.” she figured, and 
increased her speed. After a good while 
she caught up with a sign pointing in her 
direction. “Montauk Point,” it said. She 
managed to get turned around in a gas sta- 
tion on the parkway, getting the gratuitous 
information from the attendant that she 
couldn't possible make Jamaica in time. 

Since she was carrying something like 
$200 in bets, and the horse was going to be 
about 15 to 1, it was an unfortunate situ- 
ation. “Best thing I can do is get ar- 
rested,” she thought, so she started burn- 
ing up the parkway, zipping in and out 
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through the traffic, passing cars on which- 
ever side came handiest, and stopping for 
nothing. Naturally, nebody paid any at- 
tention to her at all. Eventually she 
reached Jamaica, with vapor trailing from 
all jets, threw the car at an attendant. and 
dashed for the windows. She had some- 
thing like 30 seconds left, and had barely 
got her tickets when the bell rang for the 
closing of the machines. 

With a deep sigh of relief she went out 
onto the terrace. The horse ran seventh. 


PROMISE. Two of the higher-priced 
horses from the recent C. V. Whitney re- 
duction sale made their first starts under 
new silks on Saturday. The first was 
Quarter Pole. for which Frank Frankel 
paid $60.000. The *Mahmoud colt ran a 
fairly good race, though he was beaten by 
Miss Request, which was giving him six 
pounds by the scale. He was sixth in the 
early running, moved to third turning for 
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.ome, and was beaten only a length, a per. 
formance which earned him $10,000. 

A race later his former stablemate, 
Bright Sword, came out under the colors 
of Samuel Steckler, who paid $24,000 for 
him. He was the betting favorite, and 
when Shelby Clark started him up on the 
last turn there wasn’t much more doubt. 
On a percentage basis. he didn’t do quite 
as well as Quarter Pole, for his purse came 
to $3.300. But both of them ran as if they 
were rather well bought. 


FILLY. The New York season began 
with Ben Whitaker’s My Request running 
over everybody in the 3-year-old stakes, 
and though it is true that eventually he 
ran into Citation, he nevertheless won five 
stakes in New York. Now at the end of 
the season the work is being carried for. 
ward nobly by Miss Request. which runs 
under the silks of Mrs. Whitaker and jis 
also by Requested. She beat the best of 
her sex in the Ladies’ Handicap at a mile 
and a half at Belmont, and she won Empire 
City’s first big race. the Empire City 
Handicap, in as workmanlike manner as 
you'll see. 

Miss Request met eight colts, and gave 
weight to all except Better Self. which at 
128 pounds was giving her seven by the 
scale. She was third in the early stages, 
but when Ovie Scurlock was ready she 
yoked the pace-making Ace Admiral easily, 
and had no great trouble holding Quarter 
Pole in the stretch. It was her third stakes 
of the year, the Delaware Oaks being the 
other, and it was the eleventh the Whitaker 
stables have won in New York this year. 
Local score to date: My Request 5, Caro- 
lyn A. 3, Miss Request 2, Prince Quest 1. 
Three of these are by Requested, and Caro- 
lyn A. is by his sire. Questionnaire. You 
can see why the Whitakers might reason- 
ably stick to this male line. 


ANTHEM. This onlooker hopes there 
is nothing unpatriotic in the reflection that 
when Francis Scott Key wrote The Star 
Spangled Banner, he did not intend it as 
a curtain raiser for more or less lousy 
musical comedies, football and baseball 
games, and weekdays at Jamaica. Promptly 
at 1 o’clock every afternoon the band gives 
with it, and the customers stand with what 
seems to me growing impatience.

Six sites are re- 
ported to be under consideration for the 
track, which would be ready by 1950. 

Mr. Lepper said the group would seek 
permission to conduct racing at the Detroit 
Fair Grounds next year. 

Meanwhile it was reported that the Mich- 
igan Racing Association, which also plans 
a track at Detroit, had received permission 
from the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion for the sale of $4,750,000 worth of 
stock. This group also wants to race at 
the fair grounds next year. Its track would 
not be ready before 1950, either. E. E. 
Dale Shaffer, of Lexington, is president. 
Other officers are Henry H. Knight, execu- 
tive vice president; W. T. Markey, secre- 
tary; and George Haggerty, vice president 
and treasurer. 


Winnless Derby? 


A couple of months ago a group of Uni- 
versity of Louisville supporters announced 
that they were considering the possibility 
of buying the Louisville street railway sys- 
tem and operating it for the benefit of the 
school, which like most institutions of its 
kind usually needs money. Nothing much 
seems to have come of the idea.

Last week reports were circulated in 
Louisville that a foundation was being con- 
sidered to buy Churchill Downs and turn 
the profits over to the U. of L.’s Medical 
School and General Hospital. 

Nobody who was officially connected 
with the race track, and was available for 
comment, knew anything about the deal. 
Neither did anyone at the University of 
Louisville, though President John W. Tay- 
lor quickly added “. . . [I am all for any- 
thing that will get the school money.” Dr. 
John W. Moore, dean of the medical school 
(the only medical school in Kentucky). 
said: “I don’t know a thing about it. but 
it sounds mighty good.” 

The Louisville Courier-Journal did not 
identify backers of the proposed founda- 
tion, but offered these figures as something 
to think about, anyhow: 

The 383.292 shares of stock in Churchill 
Downs have a_ present over-the-counter 
value of $14 each. Total—$5.366,088. 

For the year ending last February 29. 
the track reported a net income of $1,064.- 
111, after paying $731,145 in State and 
Federal income taxes, and deducting a 
loss of $143,533 on the sale of Lincoln 
Fields. 

Operating on a non-profit basis, the foun- 
dation would save the $731,145 in income 
taxes. since like Keeneland it would be 
tax-exempt in that category. And it would 
have the ordinary profits, too. 

The track also would be exempt from 
the 3 per cent State pari-mutuel tax, as 
Keeneland is. This tax amounted to about 
$320,000 at the spring meeting. 

Everything seemed figured out except 
who would be the University’s Matt Winn. 
But it was all talk—there were no signs of 
action,

A Filly Asserts Leaders':: 


Oration Bobs Up at Chicago 


Citation’s position among the 3-year-olds 
seems almost quake-proof. He is dom- 
inant among the colts. But within the di- 
vision the fillies have an arena of their own. 
Queen of this sector is Mrs. Ben F. Whit- 
aker’s Miss Request. which in the last 
three or four weeks has followed a peremp- 
tory course. 

In an overnight race in the middle of 
September she beat Inheritance, Carolyn 
A.. and Scattered. representing a fair 
sampling of the leading mares and fillies. 
The Ladies’ Handicap brought a more dif- 
ficult assignment but she prevailed, beat- 
ing Gallorette, Honeymoon, Harmonica, 
Conniver, Scattered. and others at 14% 
miles. 

The Empire City Handicap (1;°; miles) 
of October 9 sent her against eight other 
3-year-olds—seven colts and a gelding. She 
was second topweight, at 118, to Better 
Self, which had 128. She pressed hard 
after Ace Admiral, which had won the 
Travers Stakes and the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion by staying in front. When the Maine 
Chance colt began to sag, Miss Request 
drove past, opened a lead that stood up 
under a challenge from Quarter Pole, 
which Frank Frankel had just bought from 
C. V. Whitney for $60,000. Noble Hero 
was third. Better Self, whose record is 
marred by lapses from top form, was 
fourth. Ace Admiral stopped back to 
sixth. 

Miss Request had an unprepossessing 
career at two. From 11 starts she took a 
first and a second, earned $3,775. At three 
she has been a hard knocker, winning eight 
races and $118,505. She is the second win- 
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ner of $100,000 for her sire. Requested. 
owned by Mr. Whitaker and Mr. and Mrs. 
Dan Rice. My Request is the other. Caro- 
lyn A., another member of the Whitaker 
stable, and a daughter of Questionnaire, 
also has passed the $100.000-mark this 
year.

In mid-September, Calumet Farm’s Cita- 
tion came out for the Sysonby Mile. Of 
itself the race was a worthy contest; it 
sent the 3-year-old champion against a 
group of older horses. More important, in 
the calculations of strategists Ben and 
Jimmy Jones, was its value as a tightener 
for the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 
which was to be raced three days later. 

In the Mile (photo below), Citation won 
eased up by three lengths over First Flight. 
Coaltown was third. Time, 1:56. In the 
Gold Cup (opposite page), at twice the 
distance, Citation more than doubled his 
winning margin. Second to him, under a 
drive. was Phalanx, last year’s 3-year-old 
leader. *Beauchef was a far-distant third. 

Citation’s next venture was to be in this 
week-end’s Empire Gold Cup, against inter- 
national competition at 15g miles. 


He came out again for the Hawthorne iall 
meeting. and in consecutive starts won the 
Speed and the Autumn Handicaps and the 
Gold Cup. 

This seemed to point him right at the 
target in the $25,000-added Charles W.

The Gran Premio Jockey Club. about 
114 miles. is the second leg of Argentina’s 
Triple Crown. It was run at Palermo. 
Buenos Aires. on September 5. 

Favorite was the Polla de Potrillos 
(2.000 Guineas equivalent) winner Quet- 
zalcoatl. His principal opposition, it was 
supposed. would come from Nelson Sea- 
bra’s Empenosa. winner of the Polla de 
Potraneas (1.000 Guineas). 


As it turned out. Quetzalcoatl was a 
badly beaten fourth, and the filly finished 
second, beaten a length and a half. after 
a furious battle through the last two fur- 
longs. The winner was Lia H. Stable’s 
Cruz Montiel. bred at the Haras Argentino. 
trained by Enrique Blanco. ridden by 
Eduardo Callejas. 

Empenosa caught Cruz Montiel a_fur- 
long from the finish, but the colt pulled 
away from her again. Third was Pambu. 
next Quetzaleoatl, then Conquerant. Bara- 
dero. Equinox. Ike. and Damasco. Time. 
2:03 for the 2.400 meters. 

Charley Lund’s unbeaten Invernal was 
announced. two days before the race. as 
a non-starter. His works had indicated 
that he had not returned to his best form.

The win- 
ning margin was a length and a half. 


Third, two lengths farther back, was 
Brazil’s staying champion Bambino, which

Chacabuco winner Desplante and Uru- 
guay’s Town Crier. Bambino. owned by 
Nelson Seabra, apparently failed to repro- 
duce his best form after having been flown 
from Brazil.

He was 
second, beaten about five lengths by Jorge 
Jabour’s Caxambu. a 5-year-old horse by 
Duplicate out of Madreperla, by Pantera 
out of Majadera. by Baratiere. The class 
of the field was not great. and Hereo may 
not have run his true race. 

Another strong favorite. the noted Gar- 
bosa Bruleur, was defeated in the Grande 
Premio Diana. Brazil's top race for mares. 
at Gavea September 26. Nelson Seabra’s 
Tiroleza, ridden by F. Irigoyen, won by two 
lengths. with Peuwa second, Garbosa Bru- 
leur third. Fiducia, a good mare bred in 
Uruguay, was fourth in the field of six. The 
time, 2:2825 for the 2,400 meters, was 
excellent.

Imported from Argentina by Mr. Hanger 
after a successful racing career in South 
America. *Rico Monte has won more than 
$200,000 in this country. His victories in- 
clude the New York. Manhattan, Saratoga, 
and Pimlico Cup Handicaps, and the Whit- 
ney Stakes. He was trained by Horatio 
Luro. 

*Rico Monte is a 6-year-old bay horse 
by St. Patrick (by Congreve) out of Rica 
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Patria. by Rico. When it seemed possible 
during the summer that further training 
might lead to his permanent injury, Mr. 
Hanger decided to retire him from racing 
until next year. 


Patrimony and Say Blue 


Among Alsab’s mates in 1949 will be the 
excellent stakes winner Say Blue. winner 
of more than $100,000 in her 2- and 3-year- 
old seasons. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Blue Larkspur—I Say, by *Dis Done, suf- 
fered an attack of pneumonia last winter 
and never fully recovered from its effects.

The Success of Sires Measured 


Against 1947 Average Earnings 


Anyone working with the problem of 
livestock improvement needs certain basic 
figures to begin with. These are— 

(1) A figure representing the average 
of the breed. 

(2) A figure representing the average 
of the herd. or flock, or stud with which 
he is primarily concerned. 

(3) A means of computing for each in- 
dividual its degree of departure from the 
average of the breed. 

With this equipment he can eventually 
determine to a degree—a small but very 
important degree—the individuals likely to 
raise the average of a herd and those likely 
to lower the average. That is, he can 
make these estimates a little more accu- 
rately than would be possible without the 
basic figures. 

One major attempt has been made to 
set up a formula for calculating the hered- 
itary expectation in race horses. It was 
complicated, tremendously expensive, and 
virtually useless to the average breeder, 
despite its undoubted merit. 

In the breeding of race horses we need 
to lay out the raw material from which a 


simpler, cheaper. more practical standard 
of evaluation may be devised. 


BREED AVERAGE. A few previous ar- 
ticles in this column have edged toward 
that problem. The average of the breed 
was arbitrarily established as the average 
earnings of all horses in a given year. The 
average was then re-stated in terms of 
1,000. That is, 500 represented half the 
average earnings in any year, 2,000 repre- 
sented twice the average, etc. 

The exhibits given previously have been 
on a small scale. Accompanying this article 
is the first large-scale application of the 
method to a year’s racing. It is laid down 
here as raw material. It may interest a 
few students of heredity. It may interest 
many horsemen, for it appears to measure 
the success of sires better than previous 
compilations. Its actual usefulness in long- 
range planning for improvement can be 
estimated only when still further material 
is available. 

The records shown are those of sires 
whose offspring won at least as much as 


the average in 1947. (See explanation on 
facing page.) 

The average is now stated in terms of 
1.000, instead of 1,000, as in previous ar- 
ticles. Thus Unbreakable, for instance, is 
shown with an index of 3.032, which means 
that in 1947 his get won a little more than 
three times the average ($2,829) for all 
horses raced in North America during the 
year. *Alibhai’s offspring, as shown by 
the 7.967 index, earned almost eight times 
their mathematical share of the year’s dis- 
tribution. An index figure of 1.000 would 
indicate that the get of a stallion earned 
exactly the average, or $2,829 per starter 
in 1947, 

The actual money totals given are from 
the American Racing Manual. The num. 
ber of starters for each sire was obtained 
by actual count from the 1947 Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams, published by Tue 
BLoop-Horse. 


PROPORTIONS. The Manual lists 1,974 
sires, give or take a few, represented by 
money-earners in 1947, There were, of 
course, some others—probably about 250 
—whose offspring raced without winning 
anything. But accepting 1.974 as the 
total, we find that 286, or 14.5 per cent, of 
the sires were above average for the year. 
(The better-than-average sires. of course, 
are represented by larger numbers of off- 
spring. ) 

However, as an indication of the odds 
involved, only 68 sires, or 3.4 per cent, 
show earnings twice the average. 

Of these 68 sires with indexes twice the 
average, 23 were horses standing in other

countries. Their high ratings are owing 
to the fact that a very few of their best 
offspring have been imported to race in 
this country. 

Thus only 45 sires in North America, 
or roughly 2.3 per cent, have ratings twice 
the average. And 21 of these had no more 
than 20 starters each. 

Even at 1.5 times the average, the num- 
bers are still small. Among sires with 
more than 20 starters are 24 with ratings 
between 1.500 and 2.000; among those with

The Average-Earnings Index 


HOW IT WORKS 


In 1947, according to the American Racing Manual, 19,063 
Thoroughbred horses raced in North America. They earned a total 
of $53,932,141. The average per starter was $2,829. 

If the total money, instead of being raced for, had been divided 
equally among all horses which raced during the year, each starter 
would have received as his share $2,829, omitting some odd cents. 

In such a case a sire represented by one starter would have 
been credited with $2,829 for the year. A sire represented by 100 
starters would have had $282,900. 

Agrarian, which stands at the top of the alphabetical list be- 
ginning on page 104, had 57 starters in 1947. At $2,829 each they 
would have had to earn a total of $161,253 to equal the national— 
or rather, the continental—average. Actually they earned 
$195,527. This is in a ratio of 1 to 1.213. That is, for every dol- 
lar distributed to the whole breed of race horses active in 1947, the 


Agrarians got a dollar plus an extra 21.3 cents. A few other 
examples:

The “rating” is the ratio of expected earnings to actual earn- 
ings. The expectation is the year’s average ($2,829) times the 
number of starters. All the sires which reached their mathematical 
expectation in 1947 are included in the three accompanying lists, 


except that sires with gross earnings of less than $10,000 have been 
ignored. 


The actual computation was not made in this manner. Instead, 
the actual earnings were divided by the year’s average ($2,829). 
The resulting total—69,115 in the case of Agrarian—is entered 
under the heading “Adjustment.” Then the adjusted total, 69,115, 
is divided by the number of Agrarian’s starters. The result is 
1,213, or, with the decimal, 1.213—exactly the same as if actual 
earnings were divided by expected earnings. 

The effect of this operation is to restate the sire’s record in 
terms of an expectation of $1,000, or, as given in the rating column, 
1.000. Thus, for every $57,000 the get of Agrarian were expected 
to earn on an average basis, they actually earned $69,115. This is 
the same ratio—1 to 1.213. 

The reason for using the adjusted total, and recording it here, 
is the fact that it is additive. That is, it makes possible the aceumu- 
lation of a sire’s record from year to year. For instance, here is 
the complete record of *Alibhai’s performers through 1947:

The adjustment is made in each year by dividing the actual 
earnings of the sire’s get by the year’s average money per horse. 
The adjusted total is then divided by the number of starters to 
obtain the rating for that year. The starters and adjusted yearly 
earnings can be accumulated into grand totals which show that the 
get of *Alibhai have won 5.4 times the average of the years in which 
they raced. 
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20 starters or fewer, the number is 20. 
Thus, ignoring the foreign sires, the total 
of those with ratings 1.5 times the average 
or better is only 89 or 4.5 per cent—about 
one out of 22. 

These proportions will show the high 
respect in which a sire with an average 
rating (1.000) should be held. As a mat- 
ter of fact. in the 1947 figures, some of the 
most successful stallions of recent years 
were below average. This would be partly 
due to the fact that they had a lean year 
and partly owing to the fact that their 
1947 representatives included a dispropor- 
tionate number of older horses well past 
their prime. 

So, if you find the name of some great 
sire missing from the list, remember that 
it is only a one-year record. A sire with 
50 starters in 1947 would have to account 
for $141,450 (50 times $2,829) in order 
to be credited with average success for 
that year. If a great sire falls below the 
average in one season, it indicates only 
that his greatness was in other years. 


THREE GROUPS. The figures shown 
herewith are divided into three groups. The 
most complete and most revealing is the 
table showing 125 sires which had more 
than 20 starters in 1947. These are kept 
separate because larger numbers tend to 
make and establish a more dependable 
figure. 

Another list shows sires which had no 
more than 20 starters during the year. It 
is made up of (1) young sires whose suc- 
cess is on probation until they have larger 
numbers of offspring running; (2) old- 
sters whose representatives are diminishing 
in number; and (3) other horses which, 
for one reason or another, have only a 
few offspring racing. For these only the 
number of starters and the rating are 
shown. There are 138 above-average sires 
in this group, a few with only one or two 
starters. 

This list is important in that it will fre- 
quently reveal merit in unexpected places. 
But for young sires it must be considered 
tentative until larger numbers of starters 
can be accounted for. 

The third list includes foreign sires 
whose get raced in North America in 1947. 
The representatives of these sires were 
mostly pre-selected from horses with es- 
tablished reputations. Thus the rating 
given does not reflect the over-all merit of 
the sires; it only shows the small North 
American segment of their record in one 
year. 


WHAT TO DO? Possibly we can ac- 
cumulate such figures in fairly large quan- 
tities. This will be advisable if they are 
to be used at all. Having been reduced 
to the same standard, they can be added 
together from year to year. With suc- 
cessive years added, we can gradually ac-

instance, the get of Action earned $43,770; their expectation at $2,829 per 
starter was $42,435; 43,770 divided by 42.435 is 1.031.

cumulate a complete progeny test rating 
for thousands of sires. The same tech- 
nique can be applied to broodmares; in 
this field certain samples are being com- 
piled for study. 

The flaws in this method of appraising 
breeding stock are more or less plain. It 
ignores non-starters. It makes money, 
rather than class, the measure. It by- 
passes the fact that handicaps constitute 


a major part of American racing, and that 
in a true handicap the worst horse is sup- 
posed to have as good a chance as the best 
—though in practice they don’t. Certain 
geographical areas, as Canada, for in- 
stance, will be more or less lost in the 
huge continental totals. Etc., ete. 

But the gross figures which have been 
used for many years have all these faults 
and more. They are distorted by the fact

that the number of starters is never given. 
They are further distorted by the fact that 
money-earning opportunities vary from 
year to year. The huge figures credited to 
some sires simply because they have large 
numbers of starters tend to obscure the 
merit of other sires whose offspring are 
less numerous. The comparison of gross 
earnings is very unfair. 

On the other hand, the comparisons here 
given take into account not only gross 
earnings, but number of starters and an- 
nual variation of opportunity. They can 
be accumulated on the same basis indef- 
initely, without distortion. Individual 
horses can be rated against the same stand- 
ard, and the individuals can be grouped 
in many ways, by sires. by dams, by brood- 
mare sires, by point of origin, by sex, by 
color—or what have you? 

In the days immediately ahead we face 
an old problem—elimination of breeding 
stock. This is not because racing is in a 
bad state of affairs, but because for the 
past few years we have failed to apply 
standards of merit to our breeding stock. 
From now on breeders of Thoroughbreds 
will engage in a more intense competition 


We would do well to 


than ever before. 
search out a standard of judgment which 
will be plain to everyone who wishes to 
join the competition. 

A stallion whose get regularly win less 
than the national average is a liability in 


the long run. A group of mares whose 
produce continue to win, say, half the aver- 
age would be worth more dead than alive. 
However, all figures now presented are 
offered, not as final answers to anything, 
but as documentation for a study in which 
I hope others will share. The first task 
is to assemble enough material to work 
with. It will take considerable study be- 
fore we can judge its actual value, or if it 
has value. how to make the most of it. 


EVALUATION. One of the main prob- 
lems raised by these figures is the degree 
to which the dams of the 1947 starters in- 
fluenced the rating of their sires. The 
horses bred to the best mares necessarily 
have an advantage. 

It is quite as true that the mares bred to 
the best horses have an advantage. 

How do we estimate how much of a 
sire’s success is owing to the excellence of 
his mates? How do we estimate how much 
of a mare’s success is owing to her mates? 
If the results could be accepted as abso- 
lute on either side, then we could estimate 
the other side easily enough. But they are 
never fixed at any point. 

However, with figures such as these ex- 
tended indefinitely there can be devised a 
means of estimating (1) how much of a 
horse’s earning power is owing to heredi- 
tary factors as measured in this fashion, 
and (2) how to appraise the merit of either 
parent in relationship to the other. 


FOOTNOTE. It should be recorded that 
the 263 above-average American and im- 
ported sires accounted for 7,219, or 41.2 
per cent, of the horses which started dur- 
ing the year. 

The 125 sires with more than 20 starters 
each had a total of 5,958 horses running 
in 1947—or 31 per cent of the total number 
of starters during the year. 


ALL THE MORE CAREFUL 


After all the General Stud Book is the 
register of our breed, and if it is such a 
bad breed as Americans make out I can- 
not think why they should want to be in it. 
As for past mistakes, they should make 
us all the more careful now. 


Nor do [ see why we should worry be- 
cause a campaign has been worked up in 
the American Press. American journalists 
are notoriously badly informed about any- 
thing outside their own country.—Audax

Top 2-Year-Old Takes A Beating; 
Djelal Among French Winners 


Lonpon. 


Ideas about the top-class 2-year-olds re- 
ceived a rude shock on the first day of 
Ascot’s three-day meeting. Unbeaten 
Royal Forest. who had won the Coventry 
Stakes at Royal Ascot. was rated by the 
stable the most hopeful prospect for next 
year’s Derby. Original intention was to 
save him for the Middle Park Stakes but 
it was thought an outing in the Clarence 
House Stakes would sharpen him up. Only 
three unknown quantities turned out to 
oppose him and the betting was “25 to 1 
on Royal Forest, 33 to 1-against the oth- 
ers.” Judge of the surprise when the Duke 
of Norfolk’s Burpham upset the hot-pot 
by half a length. 

If the paddock had not been so far away 
from the betting ring I do not think such 
prohibitive odds would have been asked 
for. When Royal Forest came into the 
paddock he was sweating profusely. He 
was also free with his heels and obviously 
ill at ease. That would have been re- 
flected in the betting if only the book- 
makers had known about it. 

Royal Forest had never done anything 
like that before. He has always been well 
behaved at home and the stock of Bois 
Roussel seldom give any trouble. The 
colt cooled off a bit when he went into 


the main parade ring but his performance 
in the race left something to be desired. 
He was giving a stone to Burpham, who 
was having his first race. It became ne- 
cessary to ask Royal Forest a question at 
the end of five furlongs. When Gordon 
Richards swung his whip the colt ducked 
away from it. That gave Burpham the 
advantage which he held to the end for a 
half length victory. 

It is probable that Royal Forest will 
now leave the Middle Park Stakes to his 
stable companion, Abernant. Noel Mur- 
less told me he will run Royal Forest once 
more this season in some other race. He 
wants to find out before going into winter 
quarters whether this behaviour was just a 
flash in the pan. It may be as well to 
await the next race before passing an 
opinion. For the present the colt has a 
doubtful mark against his name. 


The Duke of Norfolk bought Trouble, 
the dam of Burpham, from the late Major 
L. Montague. who sold her because she 
could not be got in foal. Burpham is a 
well made son of Hyperion and the mare 
also has a yearling and a foal by the same 
sire. It is only recently that Burpham has 
shown the ability to gallop. Three months 
ago he was quite useless. It had been 
hoped to run him at Goodwood. “If we 


had done so.” the Duchess of Norfolk told 
me. “I am sure he would have been tailed 
off last.” Burpham may have one more 
outing in the Dewhurst Stakes. 


WIMPLE. M. Marcel Boussac sent 
several horses from France but they failed 
to fulfil expectations with the exception 
of Djelal. The first upset was when Der- 
nah 2nd, a hot favourite, could only fin- 
ish third in the Ribblesdale Stakes. He 
came into the straight in front but could 
not quicken when Sandastre got at him. 
Sandastre promised to win comfortably 
until Wimple came with a late run. The 
challenger was trying to concede 41 pounds 
and sex allowance and it was a little more 
than she could manage. 

Sandastre was bred in France but has 
been in England for some time. He is a 
good-looking chestnut colt and it came as 
a surprise when he was beten at York. He 
now made ample amends and promises to 
train on. He stays a mile and a half well. 
Wimple is a half sister, by Owen Tudor, 
to the dual classic winner Herringbone. 
There is no similarity in appearance. Her- 
ringbone was a big slashing filly. Wim- 
ple is rather undersized but has now struck 
her best form. A week earlier she had 
won for the first time in her career in 
runaway fashion at Kempton Park. 

The other four races were handicaps. 
Boy Blue has won three races this season 
and each time has been ridden by the lead- 
ing amateur. The son of Blue Peter seems 
to go better for an amateur than for a 
professional. Mr. J. Hislop rides him to 
perfection. He won the Yeoman Prickers 
Stakes, thanks in the main to the refusal 
of Anwar to do his best. The other handi-

TOP FILLY. The King had two win- 
ners at the second stage of the Ascot meet- 
ing. His 3-year-old filly Angelola, who 
ran in the St. Leger, proved herself the 
best of her age and sex when giving weight 
all round in the Princess Royal Stakes. 
She was not inclined to line up but once 
on the move took hold of her bit from 
the start. She moved easily into the lead 
almost as soon as the straight was reached 
to win running away by four lengths from 
Sun Lane and Balancelle. Angelola may 
have one more race before retiring to the 
stud. She is a fine big filly and is sound 
enough in spite of the fact that she always 
runs in bandages. She should make up 
into a grand broodmare. 

Avila was the King’s 2-year-old winner 
and like Angelola she is a home bred one. 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort is enjoying a 
most successful season. He turned out the 
King’s two fillies in great heart. Avila 
was not seriously troubled to win the Wat- 
erford Stakes by a length from Nizami. 
The winner is a daughter of Hyperion and 
Ste. Therese. by Santorb, so she ought to 
stay well. She was in front all the way 
and got the six furlongs in comfort. Niz- 
ami was putting in his best work at the 
finish and promises to get more than six 
furlongs. He was four lengths in front of 
M. Marcel Boussac’s Norval, who is not in 
the top class. Krakatao was a big disap- 
pointment. He never promised to take a 
hand in the fighting. 


DERBY PROSPECT. The best 2-year- 
old performance at the meeting was that 
put up by Swallow Tail in the Royal Lodge 
Stakes run over a mile. He completely 
outclassed the opposition to win easily by 
four lengths. He was still galloping 
strongly when the winning post was 
reached and is certain to be a factor in 
next year’s Derby. He looks a stayer, 
which is what his breeding would suggest. 
A good-topped colt of ample size and sub- 
stance, he should train on well. He is by 
Bois Roussel out of Schiaparelli, by Schia- 
voni, and is a half brother to Herringbone 
and Wimple. It was not until he was put 
over a mile that Swallow Tail came into 
his own. He has now won twice over the 
distance and I doubt whether there is a 
better staying 2-year-old in training. 

Burnt Brown took second place just in 
front of Nasr-ed-Din, but with a better run 
the latter would probably have taken sec- 
ond place. He is a long-striding Nasrul- 
lah colt and if he keeps his mind on the 
job should make up into a good 3-year-old. 
Dapper little Charleval, carrying the Bous- 
sac colours, was first into the straight but 
shut up like a non-stayer. Some of the 
Boussac horses have been running below 
par for some reason or other. The big, 
strongly built Transatlantic was now re- 
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vealed well below top class and his run- 
away victory at Newmarket in the summer 
is something of a mystery. 

Master Dun, a mean-looking little chest- 
nut gelding, has been winning hurdles 
at some of the smaller meetings. He made 
all the running to win the two miles Gor- 
don Carter Handicap in a head and neck 
finish from Better Catch and Now or 
Never. After a nice rest Closeworth 
turned out fresh for the Wild Boar Handi- 
cap. He was cleverly ridden and his fin- 
ishing speed was too much for Croupier 
and Golden Hackle. 


DJELAL’S WIN. We had been looking 
forward to a keen battle between Migoli 
and Djelal in the Knights’ Royal Stakes 
run over a mile on the final day. Over- 
night it was decided to save Migoli for 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe at Long- 
champ. That left Djelal in a dominating 
position as he was entitled to an allowance 
of seven pounds for not having won a race 
this season. He is a bonny little colt and 
like so many of the Boussac horses ran 
with bandages on both fore legs. 

Djelal has speed in excess of stamina 
and found the race run to suit him. It 
was rather a slow pace and Djelal was 
able to race in behind the leaders while 
still on the bit. Charles Elliott had him 
on a tight rein until the last furlong and 
a half. When given his head Djelal soon 
put the issue out of doubt. 

He was followed home at a distance of 
two lengths by Flush Royal, who has now 
been second twice since the Glasgow book- 
maker, Mr. James McLean, paid £35,000 
for him shortly after the Grand Prix. 
Flush Royal has never been regarded as a 
miler and will be much more at home when 
he runs for the King George Stakes at 
Ascot over two miles in a fortnight’s time. 
Flush Royat is a good-looking colt with an 
abundance of stamina. 


Pride of India took third place but he 
has not trained on to the extent expected. 
Master Vote was a little out of his element 
and I would like to see different tactics 
adopted with him for a change. I can 
understand him being dropped out last in 
a fast run race but not when it is a poor 
gallop as on this occasion. 


WHITE SAPPHIRE. . The Princess 
Elizabeth Stakes was chosen for the first 
appearance of White Rose, a half sister by 
*Goya 2nd, to Marsyas, Caracalla, and 
Arbar. She ran a poor race and was only 
conspicuous for about half way. She will 
have to show a lot of improvement if she 
is to prove a worthy member of an illus- 
trious family. 

The race was won by another new- 
comer in White Sapphire 2nd. She is a 
half sister, by Fair Copy, to the fast 
French 3-year-old Brillante. White Sap- 
phire 2nd was bought in France as a year- 
ling, by Mr. A. Glenister, who has been

burg in Mercer County, Kentucky, about 40 miles 
southwest of Lexington. Mrs. Poe’s farm probably 
was (in 1945) the only Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment in a section of Kentucky which has 
produced many first-class saddle horses. At the 
time Istan was foaled, the farm was managed by 
Ray Cassell, who since has resigned, now oper- 
ates his own breeding farm in the same neigh- 
borhood. 

Harry Isaacs, of Baltimore, bought Istan for his 
Brookfield Farm stable at the Keeneland summer 
sales of 1946. The price was $12,500. Mr. Isaacs 
usually pays between $5,000 and $15,000 for his 
yearlings, selects those by promising young sires and 
out of mares with producing records or obvious 
producing potential. 

His Itsabet and Imacoming, stakes winners of 
1948, also are by *Heliopolis. Isa, another of his 
good winners, is by Eight Thirty. He paid $6,100 
for Itsabet, which has won nearly $100,000. For 
Isa he paid $10,500. She was unraced at two, has 
more than repaid her purchase price this year 
through winning the Mermaid Handicap and other 
races. Mr. Isaacs bred Imacomin, which has re- 
turned more than $31,000 on a $6,500 investment 
(she and her dam together cost that much). 

Istan is the ninth stakes winner of the year for 
*Heliopolis, which is owned by Coldstream Stud.

T THE end of the 1947 racing season *Rico 
Monte was given 129 pounds in the Gallant 
Fox Handicap. Four pounds below him came As- 
sault, Stymie, and Talon, all at 125 pounds. He 
had finished his racing career as the best handicap 
horse in training, had completed his racing record 
with four consecutive stakes triumphs over the 
best in training. He had won $206,540. 


*Rico Monte raced in both Argentina and 
America. In South America he was ranked among 
the best 3-year-olds. He won his only start at 
two—a seven furlong race—and the Col. M. F. 
Martinez Stakes at one mile at three. In the Ar- 
gentine Derby as the favorite he was closing 
ground on *Miss Grillo at the finish but missed by 
a short neck. In the Gran Premio Jockey Club 
— ranking race for 3-year-olds) he was sec- 
ond. 


Brought to America *Rico Monte first raced in 
1946. He won the Pimlico Cup Handicap in which 
he led throughout beating his old adversary *Miss 
Grillo, by eight lengths. In the Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap he finished second to Stymie in record time, 
beating Assault, Pavot, etc., and in the New York 
Handicap was second to Stymie after leading most 
of the race. 


At 5 in 1947, *Rico Monte ran “on the pace” 
with Natchez most of the way in the Dixie Handi- 
cap, only to lose out to Assault by a half-length 
at the finish. It was his first start in six months. 
*Rico Monte’s last four starts of a brilliant racing 
career were four consecutive triumphs: he won 
the 1% mile Whitney Stakes, beating Gallorette, 
Stymie; the 144 mile Manhattan Handicap, beat- 
ing Stymie, *Talon; and the 2% mile New York 
Handicap, carrying top weight and winning from 
*Talon, Phalanx, and Stymie.

opened he stood in his stall, refused to 
have anything to do with running around 

a race track. 

Under the rules of racing he was a 
starter. The money bet on him was lost. 
Holders of tickets on the Bryson gelding 
thought otherwise. They swarmed on the 
track, refused to let the next race start. 

Then John B. Kelly, president of the 
track, made an announcement: a refund 
would be made to holders of tickets on 
Even Break. The money would be paid by 
the track. and would not be deducted from 
the pari-mutuel pool. 

Tickets amounting to $74,414 had been 
sold on the horse. The refund amounted 
to $65.000. A few people evidently figured 
they had backed a loser, and did not ask 
for their money back. 

Daily Racing Form’s chartmaker called 
the start “very poor.” Two other horses 
were off poorly, but unlike the Bryson 8- 
year-old they ran after the field. One of 
them. Blue Fedora, got up for fourth. 

In a publicity release issued after the 
incident, the track quoted Mort Mahoney. 
manager of the pari-mutuel department. as 
saying that it was the first time, in his 
recollection, that a race track had refunded 
money when a horse refused to leave the 
post. 

General Manager Thomas J. Lyons also 
was quoted: “All things considered, it was 
the right and proper thing to do, even 
though the organization suffered consider- 
ably when the day’s business showed a 
heavy loss instead of the anticipated profit. 
Track patrons have given us liberal sup- 
port right through the meeting and our ac- 
tion demonstrated our appreciation.” 


Purse Cut 


Purse distribution at Lincoln Downs, in 
Rhode Island, was reduced by $800 (6.7 
per cent) last week. The daily distribution 
was cut from $12,000 to $11.200. Declin- 
ing business was the reason given by the 
track management. 

According to statistics compiled by 
Daily Racing Form, attendance during the 
first 12 days of racing was up 20 per cent 
from 1947. Betting was down 10 per cent. 

During the 43-day meeting earlier this 
year, attendance at the track was up 11 per 
cent, betting was up 28 per cent. 


For Sale 


Racing properties owned by the late 
Edward P. Strong are for sale, it became 
known recently.

Charles Krutckoff 


Charles Krutckoff, 76, died of a heart at- 
iack at Chicago on October 11. He was a 
former president and general manager of 
the Chicago Business Men’s Racing Asso- 
ciation, which for several years operated 
Sportsman’s Park. at Chicago. He also 
was an officer of the Bahr Starting Gate 
Corporation. 

Mr. Krutckoff had not been active in 
racing since 1945, when the lease held by 
his group on Hawthorne expired. He was 
active in Republican politics and for many 
years was employed in the county as- 
sessor’s office at Chicago.

Trevisana Wins 


The St. Leger

There was no doubt that either Tre- 
Astolfina would take the St. 
Leger in the easiest style. Trevisana was 
escorted by Eudorus, the colt who had 
failed to defend Naucide in the Derby, but 
then had made a good reputation in later 


visana or 


races. 

The race was a canter for Trevisana, 
who could only run against the time. She 
ran the 2.800 meters in 2:5645, only 
slightly worse than the 2:56 made by her 
sire. Niccolo dell’Arca, in 1941. However. 
the time of Niccolo dell’Arca was the re- 
sult of his running head to head with Zuc- 
carello in the last half-mile. 

It would be hard to say whether the easy 
gallop of Trevisana in the Leger has been 
suficient to chase out rumors that she 
does not stay. She ran as one who does. 
but of course, had nothing to beat. In the 
last two furlongs Eudorus was able to 
overrun Patton for second place, and this 


caused a little surprise. The fourth horse, 
Cuban, was never in the race. 

More than revealing speed or stamina. 
the race, in my eyes, confirmed that Tre- 
visana likes very much to make her own 
going and to be left free in her action— 
that tremendous action is about 90 per 
cent of her strength. She was beaten in 
the Gran Premio last June probably be- 
cause she was not let run in the first mile. 

Astolfina came out a few days later to 
take a canter at 1°, miles from two other 
3-year-olds to whom she gave much weight. 
She is in full order, although Tesio has 
been working very hard on her. Both fil- 
lies are going to the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. 


CRITERIUM NAZIONALE. On_ the 
Italian calendar, it is a matter of schedule 
that the Criterium Nazionale. the first 
autumn classic race for 2-year-olds. is run 
a week after the St. Leger. 

Four fillies and two colts had won the 
race in the last six renewals. This year. 
despite apparent superiority of the fillies, 
a colt was the winner. Valsandro’s previ- 
ous race against Meda and Sernaglia. the 
two leading fillies of the year, had been 
unsuccessful, although he had _ finished 
well, like a future stayer. The additional 
furlong of the Criterium, which is run on 
the straight course at San Siro (Milan). 
was all to his advantage. and he scored a 
good win from Zagarolo, a pleasing colt, 


full brother to Zambra, beaten half a 
length. Meda and Sernaglia were third 
and fourth, three and eight lengths away. 

Valsandro, in absence of more efficient 
competition from Tesio’s stable, may well 
be the leader of the new generation. He 
was bought for a smali price from a 
group of yearlings which were part of a 
dispersal sale of one of the good stud farms 
in Italy. His breeding is beyond reproach. 
He is by Domenico Ghirlandaio, a good 
race horse, full brother to Donatello 2nd, 
who can boast having been of about the 
same class as Nearco as a 2-year-old. This 
stallion did not produce any classic win- 
ners before Valsandro, but he gave an 
idea of his possibilities by siring, out of 
very moderate mares, the excellent handi- 
capper Corsaro and the very good chaser 
Mottarone. 

Dam of Valsandro is Alexandra,.a good 
mare who produced other good winners 
before. by *Ortello out of Ardita, another 
very good mare who bred the Derby win- 
ner Amur. the classic winner Adige, and 
other good horses. Ardita is by Michel- 
angelo. a son of Signorino, whose story 
was told in THe BLoop-Horse some time 
ago. 

Valsandro is a well developed. lean, 
rangy colt, with good action and standing 
over much ground. So far, indications are 
that he will stay, although his sire is not 
yet established as a sire of stayers.

At three he won five of his nine starts in- 
cluding the Constitution, Queens County, Empire City and Butler Handicap, set- 
ting a new track record of 1:57 2/5 for 1 3/16 miles. 


He defeated such great horses as Heelfly, Fighting Fox, Hash, Heather 
Broom, Porter’s Mite, *Isolater, and Sickle T. 


Lovely Night did not race at four and only started a couple of times at five. 
At six he won his first four starts in jumping races—he won the Amagansett, 
Cagliostro Hurdle Handicaps and Shillelah Steeplechase Handicap, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap. 

His dam, Snooze, won seven races and also produced the stakes winners, 
Pompey’s Pillar, Royal Nap, Scholarship, and Slumber Song. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1948. His first crop of eight foals, now 
three-year-olds, five of which have started, include the stakes winners Lovely 
Imp (Polly Drummond Stakes), Sweet Dream (Gazelle Stakes), Ekard (handi- 
cap winner), and the winners Miss Loretta, Varodi (at 2 and 3), and Vim. His 
two year-old winners, 1948, are Miboys Sugar and Charm Prince.

Gulfstream Favors 


A Round Table 


“In an unprecedented move,” the pub- 
licity release stated, “President James 
Donn of the Gulfstream Park Racing As- 
sociation today announced that he will 
confer with horsemen before establishing 
a minimum purse and daily distribution 
during the winter racing season, March 4 
through April 19. Members and officers 
of the Horsemen’s Belevolent and Protec- 
tive Association are to be invited to dis- 
cuss purse distribution and reach a figure 
satisfactory to both owners and manage- 
ment.” 

The release continued with a quote from 
Mr. Donn: “Florida has been a racing 
battleground for several seasons and I am 
firmly convinced that the only place to 
settle our differences and any real or im- 
agined grievances is at a round table dis- 
cussion...” 

The fair-minded cannot disagree with 
Mr. Donn’s philosophy of friendly dis- 
cussion. But a man doesn’t need a very 
long memory to recall that Gulfstream 
Park, and not Florida in general, has been 
the battleground “for several seasons,” so 
far as the three major tracks are con- 
cerned. 

During the 1945-46 meeting, business 
soon grew to a point where horsemen 
thought a purse increase was justifiable. 
The Gulfstream management didn’t think 
so. Then the trainers “forgot” to make 
entries. The minimum promptly went up 
$500. 

At the start of the 1946-47 meeting (held 


in the spring of °47), management and 


horsemen agreed on a minimum which was 
to be increased retroactively on the basis 
of gross pari-mutuel handle. At the open- 
ing of racing at Gulfstream the following 
December, it developed that a little more 
than $29,000 had not been distributed 
under the agreement. 

The horsemen expected it to be paid on 
a retroactive basis, as had been agreed. 
Mr. Donn wanted to add it to the purses 
at the upcoming meeting. This time the 
trainers didn’t “forget.” They just plain 
didn’t make any entries. Result: a $400 
boost in the minimum purse, and retroac- 
tive payment of the $29,034. 

Thus during the last three Gulfstream 
meetings there has been trouble over 
purses. At Gulfstream, that is, not “Flor- 
ida.” 

One of the gems of purest ray that has 
been issued as race track publicity em- 
anated from Gulfstream in the winter of 
1945, as I recall. This was just a few days 
before the opening of the meeting at which

In retrospect. it sounds funny. Unless 
you were paying feed bills for a horse. 


BOY OR GIRL? Western Canada 
seems to have one of its best fillies in re- 
cent years. The Manitoba-bred Victory 
Gift won the Goodwood, Longacres. and 
Canadian Derbys within a period of three 
weeks. But if there is no question about 
her ranking among the 3-year-olds. there is 
some confusion about her sex. 

So far as Tut BLoop-Horskr is concerned 
the mixup started after she won the Long- 
acres Derby on August 15, four days after 
winning the Goodwood Derby at Exhibi- 
tion Park. in Canada. Pete Pedersen sent 
us a story from Longacres about her vic- 
tory at the Washington track, and _ refer- 
red to her as a filly. However. the past 
performance chart called her a bay colt. 
So we turned to the 1945 foal book for con- 
firmation and noted that Omar’s Gift, her 
dam, had a bay colt foal named Victory 
Gift. That seemed to settle it, and the 
Blood-Horse pedigree was made out ac- 
cordingly. 

Following her win at Longacres, she 
went to Polo Park, at Winnipeg. and won 
the Canadian Derby, on September 4. Miss 
E. A. Heap. of Millwood, Manitoba. had 
noticed that THE BLoop-Horst described 
the Longacres Derby winner as a colt. So 
did the past performance chart published 
for the Canadian Derby, though paradox- 
ically the chart listed her Derby impost as 
123 pounds, the weight for a filly. So 
Miss Heap made a point of finding out if 
the pride of Manitoba was a colt or a 
filly. She reported to us that Victory 
Gift is a filly.

60.000 TO 1. Victory Gift, in case you 
missed the earlier report on her Longacres 
victory. is out of a 37-cent mare. This is 
what happened: R. James Speers. the 
Winnipeg owner and racing enthusiast. a 
sort of indulgent grandfather to West 
Canada racing. was at Whittier Park one 
day in the spring of 1942 with A. G. 
(Scotty) Kennedy. J. H. Evans, deputy 
minister of agriculture and immigration, 
and some other friends. 

Mr. Speers was joking with Kennedy 
about selling him a horse. Just then 
three of the Speers fillies galloped past. 
“T'll sell you one of those fillies for all the 
money you have in your pockets,” Mr. 
Speers proposed. “Which one will you 
take?” Mr. Kennedy said he’d take the 
one on the outside, solemnly handed over 
37 cents. all the money he had with him. 
Next day he received the registration pa- 
pers on Omar’s Gift. the filly he had 
chosen. She won the Winniped Futurity 
and other races. 

Mr. Kennedy was convalescing in a hos- 
pital in England from wounds received in 
World War II when he learned that Omar’s 
Gift had a filly foal by *Fairmond. The 
news reached him on V-E Day. and he de- 
cided to call the filly Victory Gift. 

The triple Derby winner has earned 
more than $20,000 in two seasons of racing. 
Her dam earned $3,630. That’s more than 
60.000 to 1 on Mr. Kennedy’s 37-cent in- 
vestment. 


BACK IN °05. Charlie Koch (who is 
teaching economics again after a losing 
bout with the housing situation at Lex- 
ington) supplies an add to the recent item 
about the expense of boarding horses in 
the old days: Back in 1905, the famous 
Walnut Hall farm at Lexington followed a 
practice of the times and issued an annual 
catalogue, or year book, listing the stal- 
lions and mares owned at the place. 

The preface included the following 
notes: 

Mares kept during breeding season, on grass 
four dollars per month. By the year one hundred 
dollars, which includes grain and stabling when 
necessary, and the same attention as given our own 
stock. 

Weanlings from October Ist to May Ist, ten dol- 
lars per month, which includes weaning, halter 
breaking, grain and hay in abundance, a box stall 
at night, and a good pasture during the day.
